default of their attcindre, the double value' of fuch excefs, and at

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the third default, the treble value, and if the faid taker have not 
M^hereof he may pay the faid cxcefs, that then he (hall have im- 
prifontnent of forty days. And alfo by another ftatutemade at 
the parliament hoiden at Wejlminjler^ the thirteenth year of the 
laid late King, it was' ordained andeftablilhed. That the iuftices jurticeiof 
of peace in every county oi England^ in their fcffions holdcn be- peace. 
rwixt the feaft oi Eajier and ^t. Michael^ make proclamation by 
their difcretion, according to the dearth of vidtuais, how every 
mafon, carpenter, tiler, or any artificer working by the day, as Artificeow 
well in Augu/l as in other times of the year, after their degree, 
ihall take the day with meat and drink between the faid feffions, 
as a thing by the ftatute: which ftatutes be not kept nor put in 
execution, that is to fay, the tirft ftatute, becaufe that the punifli*.

or myftery, and that likewife every freeman of the fiud city 
may take every iuch pdrfon,. fon or daughter to be his ap«> 
prentice, without impeachment, (3) until now of late the faid 
mayor, aldermen and commons, be and have been grievouib 
vexed and inquided by colour c^ an article of the ftatute made 
at IVeftnmfiir^ the feventh year of the reign of King Henry the 
Fourth, rehearfingby general words. That no man nor woman 
put their fon nor dauditer to be apprentice within any (jty or 
town of the realm of England^ excq>t that heliavc land or rent 
to the value irf* twenty (hillings by year, and that bv teftimony 
tmder the feals of the juftices o? peace, nor that any mall recehre 
a prentice to the contrary, upon a grievous penalty limited in 
l^e faid ftatute. 

n. Our lord the king, confidering the great hindrance which 
by the faid ftatute might redound to the inhabitants of the faid 
city, if they ftiould be thereby itftrained of their fiiid Kbefties 
imd cuftoms, and how in the beginnir^ of the finne ftttuia 
it is contained. That the £ud city of London have and enjoy

letters of privy feal, and therp fpoiled at divers times eight. 
troughs ofwhcat, rye^flour, and divers other goods and chat- 
tels, and the people of the fame troughs did throw over the

another time by the coafts of the faid foreft of Deariy tor the 
\yhich riot and rebellion, no perfon of the faid town of Ttwkf- 
bury^ nor of the CQuntry adjoining^ dare not carry any corn nor 
other gopds nor chattels in the faid river, nor purfue to have 
remedy for fuch oppreHTions and griefs to them done, forafmuch. 
as the (aid foreft ot Dean and hundreds be very large, and the 
people inhabiting and reiident in the fame very wild, and nigh 
Pioreftpf f^djoining to the country odVales. And all the commons of 
beao. * the fame foreft and hundreds of one affinity and confederacy in 
malice and riot, not pondering nor regardmg the law, nor the 
officers and miniftcrs of the fame, nor caring for the procefs nor 
the puniftiraent of the law of the land, infomuch that they will 
not obey, but at their own will, any minifter of the King's 
laws, nor execution of the fame, nor the officers nor minifters 
of the law of the faid county, dare not in any wife come into 
the faid foreft, to execute any matter or procefs of the law a- 
gainft the will and intent of the commons of the foreft and hun- 
dred aforefaid. Our fovereign lord the King, having tender re- 
fpe*?^ and confideration of the faid mifchiefs, and alfo confider-. 
ing the incpnveniencies, which be like to enfue and follow upon 
the fame, and upon that willing to refift the malice of fuch 
tranfgrcffors and offenders, ^d to provide hafty and covenable 
remedy for his faid fidthful liege people fo grieved in this be- 
half, by the advice and aflent of the lords (piritual and tempo- 
ral, being in this prefent parliainent, and at the fpecial requeft of 
the faid comrnons there affembled, hath ordained by authority

of fome be of the King's foundation, and fome of the foun- 
dation of other lords, dwelling as well within the county of 
Tork^, as in the county of Lancafler^ whereof fome have poiTef- 
fions within the wapentakes of Siaineclijfe wapentake, and 
FriendUs wapentake in Craven In the faid county oiTork^ and 
and fome not, agaii-ift whom divers perfons daily by abettment 
and procurement of the bailiffs approvers of the courts of the 
(aid wapentakes, and of the ftewards that hold pleas in the 
faid courts, and of fermours of the profits and revenues of the 

faid 
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laid courts, do feim and procure by them and other of their 
covin and aflent, divers plaints and pleas of debt and trefpafs, 
and other divers pleas in the courts of the &id wapentakes. 
And ^when the fame abbots and priors come to the faid courts - 
to defend them of fuch wrongful plaints and pleas, and pray ' 
and profer to the (lewards and bailiffs of the faid courts to 
make their attofnics in fuch pleas, the faid ftcwards anA^ 
iyailiifs the fame refufe, and wiU not receive fuch attomies 
of fuch abbots and priors, in any plea of debt or trefpafs^ 
nor in any other plea. And moreover the fame ftewards and 
bailiffs of their own authority do amerce the faid abbots 
and priors, at the firft time for every of the faid plaints ten 
(hillings or twenty (hillings, or more at their will, to the great 
damage and hindrance of the faid abbots and priors, and againft 
reafon and the common law of the land. The King ha& or- 
dained in remedy of the faid grievances, that all fuch abbots . 
and priors and their fucceflbrs and every of them, fo vexed 
in the faid courts, may make their attomies or attorney general. Attorney. 
that IS to fiiy, every of them under the common ml of his 
houfe, to gain and lofe in every plea of debt and trefpafs, and 
ether plea moved or to be moved in the faid courts, and in all 
other courts within the faid wapentakes. And that the ftewards 
;Md bailiffs of the &id courts receive the faid attornies fo made 
and named witfiout any contradiAion. And if the fame ftew-

ITEM, whereas by a ftatute made the xxi. year of Richard ex edit Raft, 
the Second, for two great works very ncceffary always to Calais. 
be fuftained and fupported about the town of Calais^ and the Beacons, 
marches there, that is to fay, the beacons before the port there, 
and the place called Paradijiy which is nigh to the ditches of the 
fame town, it was ordained and ftabliftied. That all manner of 
(hips accuftomed to come to the faid port out of England (the 
fiftiers boats only excepted) ftiall bring with them ail their laft- 
age of good ftones, covenable for the ftuffing of the faid bea- 
cons, thereof making reafonable deliverance from time to time 
at their coming ^here, to the treafurer, which for the time ftiall 
be, or to other minifters thereto by him ordained, upon pain 
of iid. for the weight of every tun, and as much as the faid

Jl claimed, publifhed, and ftridtly kept in the parts of Bra- 

Woolen Ifonty HeUand, and Zealand^ that no manner of woolen cloths, 

clocbt. made in this realm of England^ (hall not come in the laid parts, 

there to be fold in any wife, upon pain of foHeiture of the faioe 
cloths, wherefore the King our fovereign lord, becaufe that k 
is exprefsly againft the truce and appointments made and taken 
betwixt his realms, lands and fubjeds of the one party, and 
the lands which the duke of Burgoin doth hold and occupy 
of the other party, many times before this time hath made his 
letters of requeft to be written, and fent his mefla^e for due re^ 
formation to be had in this behalf, whereof no due remedy is 
yet had, to the intolerable damage of all the commons of this 

Cloth makers, r^lni, becaufe that many dothmakers, that is to fay, men, 
weavers, fullers and dyers, and women webfters, carders, fpin* 
ners, and other buyers and fellers of the fame, fuch as do know 
none other occupations, of very neceflity be condrained for their 
living to do the fame occupations, ana fome of them live idly, 
whicn provoketh them to fin and evil life : the King confider* 
ing the premises, hath ordained by the authority aforefaid. 
That unlefs due continual reformation be made in the faid parts 
of Brabanty Holland and Zealand, of the faid ordinance, betwixt

ITEM, forafmuch as King Edward the Third, by gneat de- Staple» 
liberation ordained his whole ftaple of wools, woolfels, and 
other merchandifes to be atG^/nfV, for thevreal and profit of his 
realm, and fefeguard of the faid town, and by the great liber- 
ties and franchifes given to merchants thither repairing, after 
that many years came great revenues to him and to his fuccef- 
ibrsi as it appeareth of record in the King's exchequer, that is 
to fay, in every year of his reign Jxviij.MJi. and more, and h 
continued many years, at which time great riches came into 
this realm of England by the mean of merchants of the faid (la- 
pie then being many in nimiber and of great riches, gbod juf*' 
tice and law had betwixt party and party, and by them well exe- 
cuted, the faid town ct Calais^ and the marches were well repair- Calaii. 
ed, and foldiers paid of their wages, although that maintenant 
by divers and many licences given by letters patents, and by 
mifufins of the £iid licences in buying of wools and. woolfels in 
other ^ces than their licence containeth, in (hipping great 
number and weight, and colouring the &me by new contrived 
names, as morling and (horling : and fome pcrfons which ac" 
cording to their licence ought to have carried their wools over 
the mountains, have ibid the fame in Brabanty and in other 
places, to iuch men which were wont to be accuftoned to buy 
their wools at the ftaple oiCakns^ and alfo by great ftealing out Wools, woel- 
of wools and woolfels not cuftomed in divers parts oi England^ of ^^^h ^^* 
Ireland^ and of WcUi^ oftentimes by the confent and mean of 
unlaw^ officers as (earchers and furveycn's, which take no fee, 
but privy rewards for doing wron^ to the King, and by divers 
relb'aints of merchandifes in Cal^y as well by wars as by fal- 
ditfs for dieir wages, and many other caufes, in which the mer- 
chants of the (aid (faiple be not of ability nor power to enjoy 
their liberties and franchifes of old time ufed and accuftomed : 
now it is fo, that by the means aforefaid, and by the breaking 
of fuCh ftt^es, the cuftoms and fubfidies of the men:handifes 
repairing to the faid ftaple of CMi pafs not yearly xy*M« 
:P<Hind, which is but little in comparifon to that that they have

wools and iwoolfels, and other merchandifes, as they wetv woift 
to be, the tnerchants greatly minifhed as well in number as in 
goods, and not of power nor of comfort to buy the wools and 
woolfels, and other merchandifes as they have aone of oldtim?, 
the foldicrs ai Calais and of the marches there not paid of their 
wages, the town of Calais by default of reparation, as well with- 
in the town-walls, towers and caftlcs, as without the town, of 
dykes, clifFs, fluices, banks, and other reparations, which (bould 
be xnade for defence of the town and of the water without, like- 
ly to be deftroved (which God defend) except that remedy be 
haftily provided : our faid fovereign lord the King, C0R(iderinJ» 
the premiflcs, hath ordained and eftablifhed by authority afor^r 
faid. That the mayor, conftables, and company of merchants 
of the ftaple of Calais for the time being, and their fucceflbrs 
for ever, may have and enjoy all their franchifes and liberties 
and every of them, and whole repair of all manner of merchan- 
difes to the faid ftaple, by the (aid King or by his noble pn>- 
genitors to them or td their predeceflbrs or any of them, b^ the 
authority of parliament granted or confirmed, not repealed nc^ 
cxoepteo. And that the faid mayor, conftables, and their fuc- 
ceilbrs, may by themfelves or by their officers and minifters, 
do execution of all manner of things and matters, the know- 
ledge whereof to them pertaineth, as wdl within the town of 
. Calais as without the town, in the precinct pertaining to the 
fame, called the Skyvynaee, any commandment^ writing or any 
other thinjg made or to be made to the contrary notviithftand- 
^ ing. Provided alv<rays,That by this z&. no man Ihall be exclud- 
ed of his lawful fuit by writ of error, of any judgment ^ven be- 
fore the faid mayor and conftables : oor the chancellor of Eng- 
land and the King's council ftiall not be excluded to redrefs the 
defaults of the faid mayor and conftables, after the form of the 
ftatute made the xxvii. year of the reign of King Edward tile 
licence. Third. And that no manner of licence for ftitpping cf wools 
and woolfels, or of tin granted to any perfon or perfoas, (hall 
be effeAual nor available to him or to diem, to carry (N* brief;

Cahis. And that all manner of licences by our faid fovereign

and denizens, that bring any merchandifes into this realm of 3 h.7.c.s/ 
England^ and them fell within the fard realm of England^ ihould 
pQt all the money for the faid merchandifes, received or to be 
received, to be employed for other merchandifes of England^ to 
cany out of this realm, without bearing away with them any 
gold or fdver in coin, plate, or mafs, out of the faid realm, up-

ITEM, whereas divers offieers in the King's exchequer, do 
take wages and fees cf the King, for themfehres and their 
clerks, for execution of their offices in tlie faid exchequer, that 
notwfthfhhding the faid officers arid their clerks do take of (he-* 
riffs, efcheatots, and all other accomptants in the faid exchequer j 
great and exceflive gifts, fees and rewards, for execution of their 
offices, agarinft all re;^fon and confcience ; and will not execute 
their offices for delivering of the fkid accomptants, till they have 
fuch cxcefTrve fees, gifts and rewards, which caufcth fheriffs, 
efchcators, and other accomptants to take by extortion exceflive 
fees, gifts, and rewards of the King's liege people in the coun- 
ties where then- offices be, to the great damage and definition 
of aH the faid accomptants, and all the people aforefaid. And Extordon* 
whereas it doth pertain to divers officers in the faid exch equ er ; 
by reafon of the fees and wages, which they take of the King to / 

y 4 cjiter 
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enter pleas, as ^ell betwixt the Kiog and the party, as betwixt 
party and party, and pardons, writs of allowance, judgments^ 
and other entries, without fees, gifts, or rewards ; and the faoftc 
officers and every of them notwithAanding their iaid fees and« 
wa0», will not enter wv plea, though it contain but half a roily 
excqp^ they for tlie faid entry have xxvj. fliillings, viij. pence, 
XX. (nilUngs, orxiij. (hillings, iiii, pence at the lead, and for the 
,entry of allowance or every pardon and writ, which they or any 
. of them do enter, of whatfoever (hortnefs that it bexs. And 
;norcover, the chief clerk of every of the faid officers taketh 
for his labour, as wcU of every of the faid parties accompcants, 
as amounteih to the third part of that, that his mafler did take, 
yvhich giftfi and rewards of fomc accomptants amounteth to the 
Aim of twenty marks, of fomc tea pound, and ten marks at the 
Icafty to tiie great damage, oppreiTion, and undoing of the faid 
people. And alfo whereas divers fpecial commiiTions be dire<5t-^ 
ed to divers juftiecs of peaces and alfo to other in every county 
of England^ tor the deliverance of felons and other cai fes, by 
virtue of which commiflions the jufticesfo aSigned, fometime do 
(it and deliver felons, and fometime fuch commillion is not de^ 
jlvered. And tha^t notwithflancUng, fome of the faid officers,, 
by virtue of their ofhces will make diffarefs againft fiich commif- 
iiMiers, returnable at a certain day, to return their commiflion 
yrith all ifTues forfeit, to be returned, at which day though fome 
of the faid commillioners do appear,and for th^ir excuie do make 
an oath («$ the law will) tliat tbeyhavefitten and deliver^ the 
prifoner^ acipording to the form of the commifTion, or Qtherwife, 
that no fuch con^miflion came to their hands, ii) which cafe 
they be in the law difcharged, yet this notwithftanding the faid 
officers will write new diftrefTes againft the faid commimoners to 
diftrain them: apd fo infinitely, till the (aid commifTioners 
have made a fine at their will.

Sifts, fees, rewards, prpmife oj furety fpr anything, which they 
lall do in their faid office for any accomptants, except th^ faid 
fees and wages whiph he taketh of the King for the execution 
of his office. Savipg always, That cvpry of th^ faid officers, to 
whom it pcrtainpth by reafon of hi$ ofncq to enter pleas, par- 
dons, writs of allowance, a|id judgments, m^y take for the en- 
iring ,of the plcii, pardon, writ, record, or judgment, that 
containcthhaifa roll^according to the length andbijeadth of old 
times, ufcd in the faid exchequer, two (liillings, and no more* 
And for the fame plea, writ, pardon, record, or judgmept, that 
containeth a whok roll, iv. fiiillings and no more. Apd fpr the

fame plea, pardon,fvirit, record, or judgment, which coiflaineth 
lels than half a roll, yx. pence. And for the fame plea, pardon,

clerks, take any fees nor wages, nor other profit, of any coUcC'- 
tora ^difmes or fuinfiffgesj granted or hereafter to be granted to 
our fovereign lord tne King. And that fuch officers in the faid 
exchequer, which have power to wrfte by reafon o^ their offices, 
difirefies againft the King's juftices of peace, or any other com- 
miffioners, to bring their eftrcats, they nor none ot their clerks,- 
after that that the* faid juiiices or commiffioners (hall make 
dueexcufe (as before is rehearfied) or bring into the court their 
edreatS) (hallmi^ bo new diftrefsnor other procefs againft the 
faid jufiices or commiffioners, which (6 have excufed them, or 
brought in their eftreats. And if any of the faid officers, or 
any of their clerks, do contrary to any of the articles afore re-

(hall commonly brew any ale or beer to fell, ftiall make nor do

TTEM, whereas it is (hewed td our fovercign lord the King ia 
JL his faid parliament, by the grievous complaint of the filk- 
women and fpinners of the myfterV and occupation of filk- 
working, within the city of Lonaon^ now that divers Lombards 
and other ftrangers, imagining to dcftroy the faid myftcry, 
and all fuch virtuous occupations of women in the faid realm, 
to enrich themfelves, and to encreafe them and fuch occupati- 
ons in other ftrange lands, have brought and daily go about to 
bring Into the laid realm fuch filk fo made, wrought, twined, 
ribbands, and chains fdfly and deceitfully wroqght, all tnanner 
girdels and other things concerning the faid myttery and occu^ 
patbn, in no manner wife bringing any good nik unwroughr, 
as they were wont to bring heretofore, to the final deftru'dtion of 
the faid myfteries and occupations, unlefs it be the more haftilj 
remedied by the King $ Majefty, For reformation whereof the 
feme our iovereign ford the King, bythe authority aforefaid^ 
will and hath ordained and eftablimed,T?iat if any Lombard, or 
any other perlbn ftraneer or denizen, bring or caufe to be 
brought by way of fnercKandife any wroue;ht filk,twined ribbands 
and plains, girdels of filk, or any other thing touching and con- 
cerning the myfteryof'filk-women (girdels which come from 
Genea only except) into any port or place of the faid realm from 
beyond tfie fca. That the fame wrought filk, twined ribbands, 
chains, girdels, and other things fo brought and wrought con- 
cerning the fame myfteries, fhall be forfeit, Alfo, That every 
I^mbard, and other ftranger and denizen, which doth contrary 
to this ordinance, as often as he fo doth, (hall forfeit twenty 
pounds, the one half thereof to be levied and had to the ufe and 
expences of the King's houfe, and the other half to that perfon 
that will fue for the lame. And'that it ihall be lawful fo every 
of the King's liege people, to have and maintain an a^ion or 
a6lions of debt at dvery time, as well for the fame forfeiture of 
twenty pounds, as for, the thing fo forfeit, and the fame procclk 
td lie tnercin as in an adtion of debt at the common law : in 
which foit no proteAion nor eflbin (hall be allowed.

ITEM, whereas in thefaid parliament it was lamenubly (hewed 
b^ she abbot and covent of the monaflery of our lady of 
Fet^ains in the county of Tifrij of that that whereas they an4 
their predeceflbrs of no little time againft confcience have' been 
g^evinifly difturbed and vexed without caufe by feigned aAions» 
and daily be in divers courts, wapentakes and other court barons, 
to the number of xx. and above, within the fiiid county of Tirij 
and the county of Cumberland^ and in the county of the city of 
Yorky within which counties the fubftance of the pofleflions of 
the faid monaftery lieth, as well by the procuracy and excitati- 
on of the bailiffs, Rewards, and officers of the faid courts, and al- 
io the farmers of the faid courts, wapentakes, and court barons^ 
for their fogular hicre and piH:>fit, as by other malicious and 
evil difpofed perfons, complaining againft the fame abbot, and 
covent, feigning and affirming in divers of their courts, wapen- 
takes, and court barons, at fcnne one court CCC. feveral plaints 
or more: and though the common law of England rtf\a\rQ^ that 
every perfon fued for toy caufe^ in which fmt be ought to be ad- 
mitted to wa»s his law, that fuch perfon fo fued fhould wage his 
Is^ by his fimicient attorney having authority thereunto : and 
this netwitbftanding thepredeceflbrs of the faid now abbot and 
ottier abbots and priors in the faid counties, might in no wife be 
received by fuch bailifs, ftewards, and officers, to wage their 
law by their attornies in fuch courts and wapentakes till for the 
fame grief and complaint had in this party by authority of the 
parliament it was ordained that alt abbots, and priors, and other ^ 
religious oi England^ and their fucceflbrs, in fuch cafes by their ' 
general attomies or attorney in every hundred or wapentake 
within the realm of England^ every of them under thdr common 
feal, ieverally fhould plead in fuch courts fuch pleas as in the 
law were pleadable and allowable. And ^ That every bailiff and 
(kwaid for the time being within the faid courts, fhould receive 
fuch attomies without amercing any fxKh abbots, priors, and 
religious or any of them, upon pain of forfeiture of x. li. Yet

place being fo far from other, that the laid abbot in 00 wiie 
might appearand come to do his law in his proper perfon, as thi^ 
hw requiretb : and fp he by fuchcaufe in divers courts and wa* 
pentakes was often in the (aid plaints -condeoined, and in divers 
of the fame amo'ced, fome^ear in an hundred marks, and feme 
year more, and at the leaft in xl. li. where neither bylaw nor by 
confcience any caufe of action ^iiras had: which labours, com^ 
and vexations of likelihood (hould continue and increafe to the 
importable damage of the faid houfe, . and of the abbot and co- 
vent aforcfaid, unleTs fome gracious remedy in this behalf be 
provided in this faid parliament for the iaid monaftery: our 
faid fo%'ereign lord the King, confldering the premiiles, of thu 
advice, aflent and authority aforefaid, hath granted, ordainedt 
and ellablifhed. That the fame abbot, and bis fucceilbrs, a* 
g^ind whom any quarrel or plaint is or hereafter (hall be taken 
or attempted in any of the faid courts or wapentakes, ipay wage 
their law by their attorney or attornics of the (natters con^ 
tained or to be contained in every fuch plaint, where the law per-^ 
mitteth them fo to do. And, That they (their law fo Waged) 
may do their law by a monk of the fapie place, with other per- 
fgns with him to the number of fix pertbns, or oth^rwifeby totm 
other pfcrfon afTigned or 4eputy )>y ^e abbot of the iaid hoofe 
for the time being, under the common feal of the faid mpnaftery

CAP. VL 

^qualification of the ftatute of^. Hen. IV. cap. 9. touch- 
ing fe cur ity to be taken of merchants ftrangers for the em- 
ployment of their money upon the commodities of this 
realm. 

ITEM, our faid fovereign lord the King remembering that 
where by the ftatute made in the parliament hoiden m the 
fifth year oi Henry the Fourth late in deed and not of right king 
of England^ it was ordained and ftablifhed by authority of the 
fame parliament amongft other things. That all the cuftomcrs 
and comptrollers in all ports of this realm, (hould take fufficient 
furety for all manner mcrchandifes brought by merchants 
aliens and ftrangers, cominrand repairing to the laid ports, to 
the intent that the money taken for the faid merchandifes ihould 
be employed upon the commodities of this realm, faving their 
reafonable cofts, as in the fame ftatute is contained more at the 
full. And that becaufe the faid merchants ftrangers have not 
knowledge of the fufficient perfons within this realm, which 
Ihall be bound for them, fo that they cannot oftentimes find to 
the intent aforefaid fijch furety : and alfo becaufe that the 
faid cuftomcrs and comptrollers have no manner of power nor 
authority after the employment performed and made, to rebail 
the faid fureties to the merchants : wherefore the faid merchants 
would rathet" depart, and hereafter not to repair into this realm 
with any merchandifes, than to find any fuch fureties, in di- 
minution of the King's cuftoms and fubfidies in his faid ports, 
unlefs due remedy be therefore provided : the King, by the 
aflent of tlie faid lords and commons, an<l by the authority a- 
forefaid, hath ordained and ftabliftied.

Stpiday in the year, or in the leaAs of the Nativity or Ajcenfion of 
our Lord, or in the feaft of Corpus Chrijii^ (hall fell or command 
or do^ to be fold any (hoes, hufeaus, or galoches, or upon the 
Sunday^ or any of the faid feafts, (hall fet or put upon the feet 
or legs of any perfon, any (hoes, hufeaus, or Roches, upon 
pain of forfeiture and lofs of xxs. fterltng, as oFten and when 
any perfon (hall do (he contrary of this ordinance or any part 
of the fame. Whereof vi s. viiid. Oiall be had to the King's 
life, andvi s. viiid. to the ufe of the governors of the myftery 
of cordwainers, and the other vis. viiid. re(idue of the faid 
XX s. to the u(e of him that (hall find, difcover, and prove the 
breaking of this ordinance.

5.C.3- X the city of London^ piteoufly complaining, (hewed in the 
parliament, of the grievous hurt, lofs and damage, which other 
perfons in times paft of the fame occupation now dead, and 
thc^, long time have borne and fuftained, and hereafter be likely 
to bear and fuftain, by reafon of a ftatute made in the time dF 
Henry the Fifth, late king of England in deed and not of right, 
bjr authority of this parliament holden in the ft>urth vear of 
his rtign, by which ftatute it was ordained and eftabHfhed, That 

Sitten-makers within the r^m of England from that time fcnth, 
ould make no pattens nor clogs of timber called afp, upon pain 
to pay to the King C. s. for every default.

the regalty and court of the archbifhop of T^rk in Hexham/hin 
before the juftices there : and in the court of the bifhop of 
Durham^ in the county palatine of Durham^ before the juflices 
there, every perfon that will fue or complain againft any perfoo 
or perfons offending or doing againft the form of this ordinance, 
or any other of the premi(res : (hall be admitted by the difcre- 
tion of the^ judges in every of the faid courts, to give information 
for the Kingt]Krein,of any of the premifTes within the jurifdic- 
tion of every of the /aid courts done or committed. And every 
fuch informer, if he will, (hall be admitted to fue for the King 
and himielf, a(5tion for adion upon the fame by information to 
be given or made io any of the laid courts, againft as many fuch 
offenders in one bill or information to be named as liketh Iiim, 
which fo informeth.

hearfed, and by authority of the fame it was ordained. That if

Alfo whereas it is exprefled in the faid grant 
of the faid fubfidy, that if anv concealment be found in the mer- 
chants in the payment of tne laid duties, That they for fuch 
concealment (hall pay only double fubfidy without other pain or 
forfeiture therein, as in the fan^e a6t is more fully contained. 
The King confideringthat notwithftanding the fame ordinance, 
merchants do not regard to defraud him of his duty of the fahi 
fubfidy, in as much as they do nothing forfeit in that behalf, 
but only pay the double fubfidy, by the advice afient and autho- 
rity aforefaid hath ordained and eftablifhed. That the fame fla» 
^ute in this behalf be voidj and of no fbength. And if any 
merchandifes, which be to be brought to the parts beyond the 
fea, or to be carried out of this realm, whereof any fubfidvis or 
fhall be due or pertaining to the King, be hereafter (hiped to be 
carried beyond thefea, the colledors of the faid fubfidy not paid, 
t)r without agreement with the coUedors of the faid fubfidy for 
.the fame. That then the faid merchandifes or the value thereof, * 

ihall be forfeit to the King. Alfo whereas divers merchants 
Grangers' and other^ oftentimes in the city of LondoHj and in o- 
ther places have packed divers woolen cloths, fome in grain, 
fome ungrained^ and other cloths not grained, and the fame

(o packed caufe to be carried by land firom Londm and other pla- 
ces to other ports, as to Sandwich^ Southampton and other poits^ 
whereas the cuftomers for the time being without due packing 
or fight of fuch cloths, upon the information of the merchants, 
docuftom fuch cloths, as for coarfe cloths, whereby the Kin| I 
is gready deceived of his duties thereof, as well in the finels of 
fuch cloths, as in the not knowing of the number of the cloths 
fo packed. Therefore the King by the advice and aifent afore- 
faid, and by the fame authcmty doth ordain eftabli(h and enad, 
That in every port within this realm of England^ wherein anj 
woolen cloths (hall be packed after the firft day of Mffj^ next com- 
ing, in the prefence of the coUedors of the aforeuiid cuftoms 
aiM fubfidies, of the fame port for the time being. That all fuch 
cuftoms and fubfidies, due and pertaining to the King for the 
faid cloths, (hall be paid and contented to the fame collectors, 
where the faki cloths befo packed, or elfe fufEcient furety (haQ 
be thereof to them found, before that the fame cloths be car- 
ried from the faid port to any other port or place, upon pain of 
forfeiture of all the fame cloths, or the value thereof, to be had 
of the owner of the fame. And if any woolen cloths to be carried 
over the fea, be packed in any other manner, or under any o- 
ther form. That then the colle<5lors of the port where they be fo 
packed or brought to be packed, (hall feife and there unpack adl 
the faid packs and fardels, and furvey all the cloths therein, fo 
that our fovereign lord the King may be truly anfwered of his 
duty in this behalf, without any fraud or deceit. And if any 
cuftomcr or comptroller of any port or placebe negligent or flack 
in unpacking of the faid cloths, or furveying of them in the form 
aforeiaid, 7 hat then and as often every fuch cuflomer and 
comptroller for every fuch default (hall forfeit to our fovereign 
lord the King twenty (hillings for every fuch cloth. Moreover 
it is ordained by the advice and afient aforefaid. That every d 
the faid colle(5lors receiving any cuftom or fubfidy for any of the 
faid cloths or furetvfor the fame, (hall be thereof charged and 
chargeable to our (overeign lord the King upon his or their ac- 
compt. And that the fame coUedor or colledors (hall from 
time to time make a cocket or cockets of all fuclicloths,dire<^ed 
to the collectors of the port where the fame cloths (hall be (bip- 
ed, v^itneiHng their number, and that he or they have received 
the cuftoms and fubfidies of the fame cloths, or furety for the 
fame.

iigns, as well in the time of his noble reign, as in the tiipe of andretain, . 
his progenitors and predeceflbrs have l^en made : an^ that potwtthftand- ' 
l?y force of any of the faid ftatutes his dear beloved firft begot- i«gajy ^r- 
ten fon Edward prince of WaUs^ duke of Cormvalh and earl of'^J^^^^^^ 
Ckeftefj is as well as any other' perfon rcftrained of giving fuch 
liveries and figns : our fovereign lord the King, willing that his 
iSaid firft begotten fon the prince be at his li^rty, in receiving 
any perfon and giving his figns and liveries, in as large form aa 
9ny prince fiH^ begotten fon of any of his noble progenitors or « 
predecefTors in times paft hath been, hath ordain^ and efta- 
blifhed, by authority of the faid parliament.

wbieb efpieth the fame, and thereof giveth knowledge to the 
council or treafurer of England^ (hould have the fourth part of 
luch forfeiture (ranfbm and fine of the Englijb prifonersi taken 
beyond the fea, and the money which foldiers Oiall carry with 
them for their reafonable cofts, with other things in the fame 
ftatute comprised, excited) contrary to .which ftatute and or- 
dinance, and divers other ordinances touching the fame, be- 
fore this made, the money of gold and (ilver and veflel, and 
plate of gold and filver of this land, as merchandifes is car* 
ried and feot out of this realm, as well by the denizens as 
aliens, to the great impoveriftiing of this realm, and final de- 
ftrudtion ofthe treafure of the fume realm, if bafty remedy be 
not provided : it is ordained and eftablilhed by the authoritv 
afore(aid. That no perfon firom the feaft of Eajler^ fhall 
carry nor do to be carried out of this realm or Wales any man- 
ner money of coin of this realm, nor of the coin of other realms, 
lands, or feigniories, nor no plate, veflel, nlafs, bullion, nor 
kwels of gold wrought or. un wrought, or of filver, without the 
iCing's licence: ejccept fuch nerfons as be difpenfed within tke

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foreraid llatute made the fecond year of King Henry the Sixth, 
and in other divers ftatutes, upon pain of fdony, and to be 
. adjudged and reputed as a felon. The fame felony to be heard 
and determined in like manner and forrn^ and before fuch per- 
fon or perfons, as other felonies be commonly heard and de- 
termined within this realm. And whereas in the ftatute mack 
in the ninth year of Kin? Edward the Third, amongft other 
things it was ordained, That the fterling halfpenny or farthing 
fliould not be molten for veflcl nor none other thing by gold- 
fmith or other, upon pain of forfeiture of the money mohen. 
And that the goldfmith or other that fo doth melt, ffaall be 
commanded to prifon, there to remain till he hath yielded to 
the King the one half of that he hath fo molten, notwithftand- 
ing any charter or franchife granted to the contrary, which fta- 
tute was confirmed by King Richard the Second, in his parlia- 
ment holden the xvii. year of his reign. And then amongft d-

molten by no perfon for veflfel, nor other thing thereof to be 
made, upon the pain afbrefaid : contrary to which ftatutes the 
faid monies of filver and monies of gold of this realm, by gdd- 
fmiths and other perfons are daily molten for veflel and otfaa 
things thereof to be made ; fo that by the fame caufe and by rise 
iaid carrying of money of this realm, and bv the great quantity oc 
pdd beaten for imagery and fuch like, and oy the wafting of golc 
m gilding in divers manners by eoldfmiths, cutlers, and 
other artificers,themoney of this realm is greatly diminidied) to 
the univerfal damage of this realm : therefore xt is ordained by 
the faid authority. That no.eoIdfmith nor other perfon from the 
faid feafl of EaficTy ihall melt or beat within this realm, Mto, 
Cakisy or the marches of the fame, any money, of gold or filva 
not broken, fuiRcient to run in payment, nor by any occaiioci

ordinance of apparel made in thisprefent parliament excepted,) 
upon pain to torfeit the double value of the money fo molten, 
or voluntarily bowed or broken, or to tl>e value of the ^^cfiel, 
' bafon, pots, cups, nuts, or faltccllars of fUver, or other thing 

Srikjor the thing in which any fuch gilding (hall be, (except bc- 
ore excepted,) The third part of every fuch forfeiture to be 
applied to the ufe of the King's honourable houfe : the other 
part thereof to the ufe of him or them which fhall find and prove 
the fame forfeiture, in the manner as afore is faid in the article 
of money of Ireland.

leceiTary to be wrought in the fame. And that no ^oldfmith 
lor jeweller, nor other man that worketh harnefs of filver, (haH. 
mt any c^the fame to fale in the fame city, before it be touched 
with the touch of the leopard's head, that which mzy reafonably 
3ear the fame touch. And alfo with the mark or fign of the worker 
3f the fame, upon pain of forfeiture of the double. And that 
the mark or fign of every goldfmith (hall be committed to the 
wardens of the fame myllery. And if it may be found, that the 
keeper of the touch aforefaid, do touch any fuch harnefs with 
the leopard's head, which is not as fine in allay as the fierling,

And for the better furveyin^ of the faid aliens 
and (hu^ers in time to come to be had, it is ordained by the 
^mthority aforeiaid. That the fame aliens aod ftrangers, gold-

¥TEM, Our faid fovereign lord the Kii^, for the furety of the - ,, p^^^ 
jL town ofBertvici^ and the marches of the fame, and to have ^rehandUft^^ 
the fame town to be inhabited with great number of his faithfU carried intOt 
li^ people, which would there abound and increafe by the re* or brought 
>air of merchant^ and merchandife, and e9<;ercife of the fame, outof Scot* 
lath by the aflent of the lords i^iritual and temporal, and the j^es &aU be 
rommons in the faid parliament aflembled, and by authority of firft brought 
lie fame parliament ordained, enaSed and eftaplilhed. That to Bcrwio^. 
Tom the feaft of the nativity of Saint Jebn Baptijl next comings 
dl merchants which (hall carry or bring any mfsrchandife out of 
^cotlandj or the ifles of the fame, into this realm of England^ or 
into Ireland^ or JVaUs^ firft (hall bring the iame merchandife 
:o the faid town of Berwick: (2) and that none of the King^e 
lege people, nor any other perfon under the King's obeyiance, 
IhSl buy any merchandife brought out of Scotland^ and carry the 
Sime, or caufe to be carri^ into this realm oS England^ or any 
>ther place under the King*s obeyfance, but that the fame mer- 
rhandife be brought, fold and customed at his faid town of Bir-* 
m£ky except to the city oiCarUJk^ and the ports or creeks per* 
aining to the weft marches. ^3) And that no manner merchant, 
lenizen nor ftranger, under the King^s obeyfance, (hall carry or

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tion of debt againft the fame perfon or perfons which fo ihaD 
forfeit, containing the fum of the value of the faid |oods : and 
in the fame aaion to have like procefs, judgment and execution, 
as is ufed in other adions of debt by the courfe of the King's 
laws : (9) and that in none of the lame fuits and anions any 
protedUon or cflbin of the King*s fervice be allowed, nor any 
defendant admitted to do his law, (10) and our lord the King] 
to have as well the one half of aJl fuch merchandife forfeited^ 
andfeifed, as the one half of all fuch fums of money which IhaD 
be recovered by aAion in the form aforefiud, to purfue for the 
value of any fuch goods fo forfeited : and the perfon or perfom 
which (hall feife and purfue in the form aforefaid, to have dse 
other half of the fame. 

II. And by the faid authority it is ordained and enaded, Tim 
the merchants and freemen of the faid town, may of the grace of 
our faid lord the King, have to ferm all the waters ro]^, and 
fifhing places within the faid town oi Berwick and feieniory of the 
fame paying for the fame as fuch as any other peilon will do; 
(2) and that the fame merchants and freemen, and every of Aem^ 
may from henceforth have, occupy and enjoy to them, their 
heirs and fucceflbrs for ever all liberties, fnnchifes and cuftoms, 
which at any time before pertained to the faid town, (3) and 
that they may (hip all manner goods and merchandifes there, 
and carry them to what place or places, port or ports that they 
will, ana there difcharge, and the £ime recharge with com or 
any other victual or merchandifes, and bring the fame to the 
faid town of Berwici for vidhialling thereof. 

III. Provided always. That this aft, nor any other aA, made 
. or to be made in the faid parliament, do not extend nor be pre- 
judicial to IVilliam bi(hop of Durham^ nor to his fucceilbrs, in or 
for any manner thing pertaining, or in any wife belonging to 
him. 

Thus end the Statutes made in t^ie time of King Edward 
the Fourth. 
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
